Many others will come 
here, some to avoid fighting and others to 
reach the insurrectionists withouf danger of 
arrest. 


Havana is closely guarded and gunboats 
have been dispatched to the South Ooast to 
prevent ald from the outside. If friends 
without have not waited too long they had 
an excellent opportunity torunin men and 
supplies of ammunition while half the fleet 
of gunboats were absent. Farm laborers in 
Cuba are ail idle. The tobacco and sugar 
crops are deserted. Thousands are probably 
ready for adventure. 

From all sources it that 
twenty men took up arms on April 
2 in Hurno, a “provinces of Santi- 
ago de Cuba, lea by two brothers nanred 
Sartouis, sons of a brave Spanish General. 
Marching to Velasco they were reinforced by 
eighty men having few arms. They took 
provisions from a store and proceded to the 
coast, gaining reinforcements along the 
way. Ihe civil guards of Holguin notified 
the Captain-General in Havana that the up- 
rising is of a political character. It is said to 
be due to dissatisfaction over the election of 
representatives to the Spanish Oourts in 
March and to excessive taxation. 

The force of insurrectionists, on April 28, 
amounted to 1,500 men, unusually well 
armed. The Captain-General called a coun- 
cil of war on Thursday nigut in Havana and 
issued a manifesto declaring the province of 
Santiago under martial law and offering par 
don to all who would lay down their arms in 
eight days; all others to be punished as 
traitors. 8 

He ordered the battalion at Tarragona to 
leave on the steamer Villavide for Jibara, but 
a “ he ‘atrected 
them to Puerto Principe, where they were to 
join another battalion ° 

Three companies of cavalry ordered to 
Jibara received later orders to direct to 
Mansenill, indicating that the insurrection- 
ists are marching rapidly north or that the 
outbreak was spreading. The Spanish Gov- 
ernment was in arrears with its troops, but 
the Captain-General at once ordered pay- 
ment for three months in advance to the 
troops sent against the insurrectionists. 

This amounted to $56,000 He and promli- 
nent generuls boarded the steamer at the 
last moment and urged the troops to do their 
duty. He Re yen a reward to all who 
aided in quelling the rebellion. The insur- 
rectionists passed through the districts of 
Holquin and Tunas. They took the road to 
Canto River, which they passed on Friday 
without opposition with a force of 2,000 men. 

The Spanish and Cuban papers of Havana 
admit these facts, but Spanish surveillance 
forbids them giving full details. 

Revolutionists in Cuba notified their col- 
leagues in Key West that they would rise not 
later than April 16, so the movement was 
prearranged. Jose Marti, their leader in 
this country, received the news in New or- 
leans. He was surprised, as he desired the 
revolutionists to wait until some plans were 
perfected. He is expected in Key West to- 
day to consult with the leaders.

READY TO STRIKE FOR CUBA. 
New Ton, May 2.—The news from Key 
West of an uprising that threatens to swell 


into real revolution in Cuba has aroused the 
Cuban exiles in this city, and indeed in all 
parts ofthe United States. They are filled 
with hope and expectation. At the head- 
quarters here of the cuban revolutionary 
societies there is great rejoicing. President 
Jose Marti is away in the South, and Secre- 
‘tary Gonzalo de Quesada is very careful to 
say nothing that would disclose future move- 
ments or present preparations. 

From a leading member of the revolution- 
ary movement who has but recently arrived 
from the Province of Santiago de Cuba it was 
learned, however, that should it prove true 
that there nad been an uprising in Cuba the 
American societies are prepared to act at 
once. 

What we fear,“ said this gentleman, 
%ig a trap such as Oalixto Garcia fell into in 
1885-6. Then the Spanish Government gave 
out that a revolution had been started in the 
Eastern, District of Cuba. Garcia was caught 
by that bait and his expedition falied. We 
do not intend to fall. ehavethe men and 
the money ready, but we shall take no steps 
until the movement 16 started by those we 
have left behind us at home.’’ 

For over two weeks we have received no 
word from our friends in Santiago. Under a 
state of siege every letter and telegram 
would be inspected, so we cannot hear by 
the ordinary means of communication. 

At the same time we are going forward 
and collecting the means of making a suc- 
cessful fight for the freedom of our country. 
If the revolution has started in the moun- 
tainous district west of Santiago it will give 
us plenty of time to join our friendsin their 
struggle. If it is only a plot to decoy us 
within the posse of Spainit will fail. We 
shall not risk either life or money foolish!y.’’ 

From the same authority it was learned 
that President Marti was tendered a large 
reception dy the Revolutionists of Phila- 
delphia last Wednesday evening. F. Na- 
‘Varro, a wealthy cigar manufacturer, pre- 
sided, and speeches of encouragement, with 
offers of substantial support, were made by 
not only the presiding officer, but by J. A. 
Lucena and Jose Gonzales. A Cuban-Amer- 
ican League, with an enrolled membership of 
over 200, was formed at this meeting. 

There is, according to all accounts, plenty 
of money already on hand to make a large 
expedition from this country possible, as 
men enough have signified their willingness 
to join the expedition to make it a success 
provided the revolution is started in Cuba.

Thou- 
sands of immigrants are now on the ocean 
bound for America and the reason for the 
exceptionally large influx of future citizens 
is that the new immigration law goes into 
effect to-morrow. Steeragre passengers on all 
steamships leaving all foreign ports on and.

spectors. To forestall this, many have al- 
ready taken passage, and the will be here in 
swarms next week. Ten thousand Italians 
have left Marseilles on the eleven steamships 
which have just sailed from that port, the 
Belgravia bringin 1.400.

themselves. 

in dhe rush and bptross of rapid material 
growth there is danger of overlooking the 
moral side of national advancement. The 
tendency to view things in the mass, to 
accept the aggregate results of invention 
and toilasthe proofs of a nation’s ad- 
vancement, begets a tendency to neglect 
the individual and his welfare. 

Industrial slaves can make fortunes and 
political subjects can support great em- 
pires with monster armies, But industrial 
and political slaves cannot make or sustain 
a lofty civilization on a strong, prosperous 
and happy people. The things for a people 
to boast of are not the presence of pal- 
aces, but the absence of hovels; not the 
wealth of millionaires, but the comfort of 
all; not the privileges and the luxury of a 
few, but the rights and happiness of the 
whole people. The value of wealthto a 
people is not in the magnificent aggrega- 
tion, but in the general distribution. 

The glory ofafree country lies in the 
moral stamina, essential independence 
and intelligence of its free men and 
women. In them lie all the possibilities 
of growth in all directions. It was well, 
therefore, for the Presidentin the glorifi- 
cation of our achievements as a nation in 
material progress to call attention to the 
value of individual liberty and the neces- 


sity for its full preservation. 


CANNOT VETO A STATUTE. 


It will not be easy for any party organ to 
persuade President Cleveland that hej will- 
fully violates his oath to uphold the 
Constitution, or that he commits an im- 
peachable offense every time heenforces an 
act of Congress which he believes to be 
unconstitutional. 

If a President must decide for himself on 
his oath whether an act of Congress is con- 
stitutional or unconstitutional, and if he 
is bound by his oath to prevent the en- 
forcement of any act he considers uncon- 
stitutional, it follows that the first duty 
of every incoming President is to look over 
all existing statutes and warn his subor- 
dinates against enforcing such us he de- 
clares unconstitutional and void. It fol- 
lows also that not even a contrary opinion 
of the Supreme Court can make it his duty 
to enforee an act for which he can find no 
constitutional authority. His refusal to 
enforce a new statute would in most cases 
utterly nullify it, and prevent citizens 
from getting a Supreme Court decision 
sustaining it. 

This would be a rank usurpation of judi- 
cial authority, an assumption by the Pres- 
ident of imperial prerogatives, overriding 
the authority of both the legislative and 
judicial departments. What would be left 
of the legislative authority if its acts could 
be set aside as void by the executive as well 
as by the judiciary? 

But no President has ever dared to en- 
tertain this chaotic theory of his powers. 
The obligation of the President’s oath to 
uphold the Constitution is fully discharged 
when he vetoes every bill he believes to be 
without sufficient warrant in the Constitu- 
tion, and when he faithfully enforces alike 
the statutes he approved and those enacted 
in spite of his veto. Heis not responsible 
for the acts of Congress, but is responsible 
for the proper enforcement of them, till the 
Supreme Court pronounces them invalid. 
He may veto a bill asunconstitutional, but 
when it becomes a law by the will of Con- 
gress and against his will, only the Su- 
preme Court is authorized to veto its en- 
forcementgand so settle the question be- 
tween him and Congress. In most cases it 
is only by enforcing an unconstitutional 
statute that the President can give the Su- 
preme Court a chance to declare it uncon- 


 stitutional. 


The President may safely refuse to en- 
force an act of Congress, but only when 
that body has changedits mindand will 
sustain him instead of impeaching him. 


REFORM IN REALTY TITLES 


The revelations of irregular transactions 
through bogus real estate deeds and re- 
leases of real estate incumbrances, brought 
out in the Florida case, direct attention to 
glaring faults in our present system of 
dealing with real estate titles and liens. 

It has long been patent to thoughtful 
citizens that the present system is wholly 
inadequate to existing conditions caused 
by the great number of real estate transac- 
tions occurring daily and the vast accumu- 
lation of their records. There is a demand 
for some system which will simplify the 
records and give a purchaser of real estate 
or a mortgagee some better official guar- 
antee of security in place of the mere deed 
of a person and certificate of a private firm 
or individual. 

The best solution of the difficulty appar- 
ently is offered by Australia, where so 
many practical reforms have been insti- 
tuted. The system which has been oper- 
ated with eminent success there is called 
the Torrens system, which was explained 
in a recent number of the Sunpay Posr- 
DISPATCH, as a suggestion to the Legis- 
lature, by Mr. Obaries Claflin Allen. It 
differs radically from the crude and uncer- 
tain system, orrather systemless, manner

Whether the Torrens system be adopted 
without change is a matter for careful con- 
sideration, but there is plainly need of a 
radical reform which will relieve our sys- 
tem of the danger of frauds and irregulari- 
ties, and of the cost of litigation arising 
from its crudity.

READY BEFORE JUNE 1, 


And It May Not All Be in Proper Shape 
Until the Month of July—What It Will 
Cost to View All the Sights of the 
White City—Chicago Fatls to Feed the 
Hungry Crowds That Throng Her 
Streets. 


Cui1caGco, May 2,—If anybody in Missouri 
proposes to visit the World’s Fair before 
June 1, let me say don’t. There is no World’s 
Fair to visit. The buildings are here, and 
the fence is up all around the grounds, and 
the ticket takers are at the gates, but the 
Fair is not ready, not one exhibit in a hun- 
dred is ready for inspection. Some of the 
buildings are not ready tu receive exhibits. 
Many ofthe exhibitors are waiting patiently 
forthe goods they have consigned to the 
care of the railroads, and the railroads are 
mighty slow getting their freight to Chicago. 
When the President ‘‘touched the button’’ 
yesterday, the mighty roar of machinery did 
not respond in the Mechanical Hall. There 
is not a line of shafting ready. No belts are 
adjusted; no machinery followed the rounds 
of the massive fiy-wheels of the ponderous 
engines when the steam was turned on 
by Grover Cleveland’s official hand. 
Only the big engines showed life, and they 
soon quit their useless work. Machinery is in 
the hall—plenty of it—but is boxed up wait- 
ing for the busy hands of mechanics to liber- 
ate it, and adjust it, and test it. And all this 
must be done before the visitor can see what 
the world can show in the line of machinery, 

The hundreds of thousands of people who 
passed through the gates to-day found all 
but a few doors of the big building closed; 
found rubbish and boxes and busy mechanics 
inside, found mud and water everywhere. 
Entering from the elevated railroad terminal 
one must wade through mud and water, step 
on planks and rubbish strewn around, and 
cross a railway where vehicles have cut into 
the sand till it is almost bottomless, If he 
succeeds in gaining the solid ground around 
the buildings he may wander about them and 
through them and seethe process of making 
a World’s Fair. But the World's Fair is not 
ready to be seen and investigated. Nor will 
it be before June 1, some say July 1, but if 


the work is vigorously pressed night and day 
the thing will be in presentable shape in 
thirty days. Yesterday was a day of disap- 
— ppt That feeling was read on every 
ace and expressed without reserve. 

People expected to see things in better 
shape, They were not prepared for the scene 
of confusion and disorderand imperfection. 
Even the President seemed to share the feel 
ing. Istood close to him ashe sat looking 
over the multitude and as he stood talking to 
the people. He looked weary. He was not 
pleased. The day was forbidding. The peo- 
ple lacked enthusiasm. 

By the way, the impression that a trip to 
the Fair will exhaust a good bank account is 
not well founded, Hotel rates are reason- 
able and accommodations ample; thé admis- 
sion fee to the grounds gives access to every- 
thin S properly to the Fair; the 
admiss fee of 25 cents places the Midway 
Plaisance before you, and it youspend any 
more it will be for the necessaries or luxuries 
of life or the side shows and attractions 
which are no partofthe great Fair. Any 
sensible man or woman can get into 
the Fair Grounds, spend the 
whole day, see the Wonders of 
the world, eat and drink a plenty, heed allo 
nature’s demands, and get ontoatrainor 
street car for $1.50. If more is spent it will 
be because the visitor is willing to let his 
money go for trifies. I have been there, 
counted it all up, tried the experiment and 
know what I am writing about. For $5a 
day any manor woman can see Chicago and 
the World’s Fair comfortably, leisurely, 
pleasantly and profitably, everything in- 
cluded from the street-car nickel to the ay- 
erage hotel bill.

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AN UNCONSTITUTIONAL ACT. 


Provisional Divorce to Be Made Absolute 
by a Clerk’s Decree. 

Boston, Mass., May 2.—Absolute divorce in 
Massachusetts is legally impossible at 
present and no absolute decree can be ob- 
tained or granted until an immense obstacle 
is removed. This can be effected only by re- 
course to either the Legislature or the su- 
preme Court. The situation is due to an act 
which went into effect yesterday and which 
the judges of the Supreme Cougt declare un- 
constitutional. It orders that the decree 
nisi, after the expiration of six months, 
can be made absolute by a decree of the 
clerk of the court. Here is the stumbling 
block in the legal procedure. The making of 
the decree nisi a decree absolute is a judicial 
act. How then cana clerk whose office is en- 
tirely ministerial perform that act? The 
court will not grant the decree inthe face of 
such an act of the Legislature, andthe clerk 
will not attempt to 9 judicial powers. 
— legislation will be demanded for the 
repeal of the obnoxious statute. 


THE LEATHER TRUST. 
A Public Statement of the New Concern’s 
Finances to Be G:ven Out. 

New York, May 2.—The final details in the 
organizing of the Leather Trust,composed of 
the leading dealers in sole leather in New 
York, Boston, Baltimore and other places, 
and also including owners of large tanneries 
in.the country, which was to be called the 
United States Leather Co., are now being 
carried out. It is expected that a public 
statement of the trust’s finances will be pub- 
lished to-morrow morning. 

It was said yesterday that the company 
will capitalize at $130,000,000—$60,000,000 pre- 
ferred, $60,008, common and $10, 000, in 
debenture bonds. Merchants in the trade 
are reticent. Several said yesterday that 
the trustis not completely organized, and if 
itis organized atall the work will be done 
this week. On tue other hand it was said that 
the trust was organized, and Mr. Freisner of 
J. Musitner & Co., 100 Gold street, said that 
he made a purchase from the trust yester- 
day. The officers of the trust are not known.
